end of a rope until he was dead, and 
afterwards burned the body at the 
corner of Front and Vine streets in 
the down town section of the city. 
Choate died on an operating table 
in a local hospital soon 
after 
the 
shooting, late 
yesterday. 
Owens, 
who was shot in the mouth by L. J. 
Luinmux, chief of police, managed to 1 
escape to the woods in a stolen auto­ 
mobile. He abandoned the car about 
a mile from town and attempted to 
drow n himself in a pool, 
evidently 
taring capture by officers in pursuit, 
according to John Strange, sheriff of 
Miller county, Ark., who dragged him 
trorn the pool and brought him back 
here. A mob soon gathered and the 
; lynching followed. 
Thousands of persons 
surrounded 
the Jail during the attack of the mob,! 
but only a comparatively small num­ 
ber 
actually 
participated 
in

lynching. H. M. Barney, judge of the 
Arkansas municipal court, made an 
Ineffectual plea to the mob to let the j 
law take it# course.
